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The Camberland, Md., Union of Saturday
‘publishes an account of a skirmish® which took
place on the 10th, betwecn the Confederates
under Gens. Bradley T. Johnson and McCaus-
Jand, and the Federals under Gen. Kelly. Af-
ter sowe skirmishing the Confederates fell
back. On the following morning Gen. Stough
of the 1534 Ohbio, who bad been seut by Gen.
Kelly to the neighborhood of Oldtown, Witk
four huudred and fifty men, to intercept the
Confederates in their retreat, was himself at-
tacked and compelled to fall back across the
river. A portion of his forces took the road
to Cumberland, but Col. Stough with the re-
mainder threw himself into a block house. Be-
ing surrounded thére and having a lock of his
hair twisted from his head by a minue ball,
the Colonel, together with some forty men,
surrendered and was paroled. There is no tur-
ther news of Averill's veported defeat of the
-(onfederates, on Sunday last, at Moorefield,
and the capture of all their artillery. as an-
nounced yesterday by Gen. Kelly on the au-
thority of a scout. It is probably, therefore,

a mere report.
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The Washington correspondent of the New
. York World states that there is every reason
to believe that the recent movement of the
Confederates, on the Upper Potomac, were sim-
ply for the purpose of deceiving the Adminis-
tration at Washington and Geveral Grant.—
There can-scarcely be a doubt, it 138 said, that
the Confederates are sending troops from every
quarter to overwhelm Sherman, the supposi-
tion being that not less than thirty thousand
of Lee's veterans were huarried over the Dan-
ville road to reinforce Hood as soon as it was
definitely settled that neither Petersburg nor
Richmond were any longer in danger of cip-
ture. by Grant.

A'Planter of Prince Jeorge county, Md.,
states that yield of tobacco in that famous
tobacco growing region will not this year ex-
ceed a thousands hogsheads. The usual erop
in the county is ten thousands hogsheads, or
one fourth of the entire product of the State
of Maryland. The corn, where it has been
planted in rich soil, and has been well cultiva-
ted, may average half a crop, but in many
quaters (particularly in Charles county) the
corn has been cut up for fodder ; and no man
can forsee how the poor are to get on during

the coming winter.

According to a dispatch frem Fort Kearney,
the Indians have resumed hostiiities. On
Monday eight bundred Indians attacked a
train of nine wagons a mile eastof Plum Creek,
killed all the men with the train, burned the
wagons, and drove off the stock. Two wo-
men and four children are supposed to be ta-
ken prisoners. The Indiins afterward attack-
ed a train three times newr the same place, but
were driven off. They also burned twenty-
seven wagons at Point Ranche, and drove off
the stock. At dusk the Indians attacked
Boyd’s ranche, on Wood river. Col. Sumner,
with eighty mounted men, started for the
place, where the train was burned, and Major
O’ Brien started from Cottonwood with a com-
pany of troops to co-operate with him. About
noon another band drove off some stock from
Dayton. They were pursued by a small num-
ber of troops to the bluff, where the Indians
were found in force, and after a brief skirmish
the troops were compelled to retire, with a
loss of “three men.
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The Baltimore American says: ‘‘The Court

of Inquiry which assembled at the beadquar-
ters of the Army of the Potomae, to invest-
gate the cause of the disaster before Peters-
burg, desided that on the account of the ille-
gality of its appointment, it had no power to
examine witnesses ¢r go into the merits of the
question. The matter has, therefore, been
referred back to Gen. Meade, and it is stated
that he intends preferring charges againt Gen.
Burnside, who, in thatevent, will have to be
tried by court martial.”’
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The National Intelligencer in an article on
the ‘‘protest’”’ of Messrs. Wade and Davis
against Mr. Lincoln’s recent proclamation, in
reference to the ‘‘reorganizations of the
States,”’ concludes by saying: ‘‘It is highly
creditable to the Republican party that it tol-
erates so much freedom of opinion in its own
ranks. We only ask that it will concede a

smalll modicum of the sawe liberty to 1ts po-
litical opponents.”’
